fl Oraſmuch as Fdward Ekins, late of Stauwick in Our Countie 


4 of Northampton, Beoman, hauing beene a pancapall Malectacto? 
(amongſt dincrs others) in a late outrage committed in Dur 
Parke of Higham-Ferrics, by violent entring thereinto killing and 
carrying away Our Deare,and beating and wounding Our Kee- 
pers there, doth now lurke and keepe Hinſclfe cloſe tn ſome ſecret 
place, and willnot ſubmit himſcife to Jiuſtice, to the arcat abuſe 
jan vnſuffcrabic tontempt of Us, and Our Regall authoꝛitic, 
r Wee haue thought fit to publiſh the ſame to all Our louing Sub⸗ 
Al iects, not Dub? ing of their tare and foꝛwardneſſe in his diſcotiery 
and appꝛchenſion: And doc hereby charge andtommand all Ju⸗ 
ſtices of Peace, Maioꝛs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headboꝛoughs, and allother Pur 
Okfiters, e and Subiects whatſocuer, to be diligent in inquiring and ſcarching koꝛ 
the laid Edward Ekins in all plates whatloeuer, alwell within Liberties as without; whom if 
they (Hall Happen to take, Our plealure is, that they caule hun to be ſafely bꝛought befozc one 
ok the next Juſtites of the Peace to the plate, and of the County where he ſhalbe found, which 
Juſtice Mee doe hereby tommand to take ſufficient bond of him, with two able lureties, fo2 
the perſonall appearance of the ſaid Ekins in Our high Court of Star Chamber, to anſwere 
the pꝛemiſſes within ſome tonuenient time after his appꝛehenſion, and not todepart without 
licence of that Court. And ifhe rekuſe to enter into ſuch bond, oꝛ cannot find ſufficient ſureties 
in that behalke, That then the laid Juſtice doe ſend hum with ſufficicnt guard tothe Goale of 
the Countie, oꝛ place where he ſhall be taken, there to remaine in lafe cuſtody, and withall pꝛe⸗ 
ſently to aduertiſe one of Dur pꝛintipall Secretarics thereof, foꝛ ſuch further courſe to be ta- 
ken with him, as We ſball gine direction; Letting all Our louing Subiects know, that it 
any perſon 02 perſons , aftcr this Dur Pꝛotlamation publiſhed, ſhall directly, oz indirectly 
conceale, harbour, keepe, reteine,02 maintainc the ſatd Edward Ekins, 02 ſhall not vic his oꝛ their 
beſt endeauour foꝛ his appꝛehenſion, aſwell by gining due aduertilement thereof to Our Ok⸗ 
ficers, as by all other good meanes, Wee will (as there is iuſt cauſe) pꝛoteede againſt them, 
that ſhall ſo neglett this Dur Commandement, with all ſcueritie.
